~—Republican chairmen in Ill 
states were divided today on 
whether any ballot irregularities 
contributed to Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon’s narrow de- 
feat in the presidential election 
Tuesday. Republican leaders in 
Washington called yesterday for 
investigation of the possibility 
of vote irregularities in the 11 
states, 

A survey by United Press In- 
ternational found that only in 
Illinois did Republicans at this 
time have definite plans to de- 
mand a recount. 

Republican national leaders 
conceded they harbored only the 
slimnest hope of overturning 
John F. Kennedy’s White House 
victory.. 

U.P.I. asked the state G.O.P. 
chairmen after Republican Na- 
tional Chairman Thruston B. 
Morton asked party officials 
yesterday to turn over to their 
local United States Attorney's 
office any complaints of illegal 
actions. in Tuesday’s balloting. 

Sends Instructions. 


Morton sent the: 
to Republican leaders in Dela- 
ware, Illinois, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Missouri, Nevada, New 
Mexico, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, South Carolina and Texas. 
All the states went for Kennedy. 

(The New York Herald Trib- 
une said particularly aggressive 
inquiries were started or being 
planned in four states—TIllinois, 
Missouri, New Mexico and Texas 
—which now have 68 electoral 
votes unofficially in the Kennedy 
column.) 

(The New York Times pointed 
out that Nixon had not been con- 
sulted by Morton and was mak- 
ing no effort on his own to win 
the presidency by vote re- 
counts.) 

For the third straight day, 
President Eisenhower declined 
to say anything more about elec- 
tion: outcome. Press secretary 
James C. Hagerty told reporters 
in Augusta, Ga., that the Presi- 
dent had been informed about 
the reported plan of the Repub- 
lican National Committee to 
challenge the results of the bal- 
loting in key states where the 
vote was close.

SHORTENS GIRLS 
-LEGS BY 2 INCHES 


SUNDSVALL, Sweden, Nov. 12 
(UPI) —A Swedish surgeon said 
today he shortened a six-foot 
tall girl’s long legs in an unusual 
operation last summer to ease 
“deep complexes” caused by her 
height. 

Dr. Lars Unander-Scharin of 
the Institute for the Crippled and 
Disabled said he took two inches 
out of each of the girl’s thighs 
just below the hip joint and 
then reinforced the cut bone 
ends with silver plates. The girl 
is now able to walk without 
crutchés, he said. 

Scharin said there was no 
physical necessity for the oper- 
ation, and that he was reluctant 
to perform it ‘‘just for looks.”

Sacrificing to Serve 

I attended a training course for 
individuals who will be doing vol- 
unteer service in St. Louis hospitals 
and other agencies.

They were not even ask- 
ing to be served or seated in the 
cafeteria, but were only asking to 
be sold a@ sandwich which they 
would take out. Because it was 
election day, they were not able to 
buy sandwich materials at the 
nearby supermarket. As a result, 
these women had no lunch.

Mr. McNary Is Responsible 


Beginning Jan, 1 Supervisor McNary will 
be personally accountable to the voters for 
proper handling of the assessing and tax- 
collecting functions of the county govern- 
ment. With respect to these two specific 
tasks he will have power of effective super- 
vision, not meré persuasion as at present, and 
he will be expected to use it. 


If the assessing and collecting assignments 
are performed with reasonable efficiency—as 
they certainly should be under the superior 
organizational structure created by Tuesday’s 
Charter amendments—then Mr. MeNary will 
be entitled to take a bow. If they aren’t, he'll 
stand to suffer the consequence in voter dis- 
approval at the polls. The results of Mr. Mc- 
Nary’s activity in this field should be readily 
apparent a year from now when accurate 
tax bills should be in the hands of the people. 

As a practical matter Mr. McNary ought to 
begin now searching out the man he is re- 
quired to appoint as Director of the new 
Revenue Department. Any old party hack 
won't do in this key job, involving as it does 
responsibility for putting together in a few 
months an efficient consolidation of the pres- 
ent Assessor's and Collector’s offices and 
some parts of the County Clerk's. The new 
director in turn will appoint the new Assessor 
and Collector from three names submitted 
for each post by the Civil Service Commission 
on the basis of competitive tests, All the 
employes also will have to be hired on merit. 


The Charter amendments setting up the 
new Department and putting it under the 
merit principle were adopted by the people 
over the fierce Tre of Mr. MeNary, 
the Council and the township organizations 
of both political parties. Some 500 patronage 
jobs will be lost to the politicians as a result 
of the changes. Some of the party leaders 
may think they have a vested interest in 
seeing the new Revenue Department fail in 
its mission so that they can say: “I told you 
so. We did a better job under the patronage 
system.” 


But this is not Mr. McNary’s interest. The 

ople have given him a job—in effect he 

as both Assessor Kennedy’s job and Collector 
Devereaux’s. If he pulls a Devereaux next 
November and makes a mess of getting out 
the tax bills, then he can expect the voters to 
discipline him and his party at the polls. The 
way to avoid any such result is for him to 
get a top man to run the Revenue Depart- 
ment and then to give him the full backing 
of the Supervisor's office. 


Accent on Youth 


One important aspect of this year’s presi- 
dential campaign and election was the stimu- 
lus given to young people to take an interest 
in politics. Our impression is that high school 
and college students throughout the country, 
as well as young voters, participated to an 
unusual degree in political discussions. This 
may well have been due to the youth of the 
candidates; at any rate, it is all to the good. 

We think it likely, too, that this interest 
will continue. In the eyes of the younger 
generation recent Presidents have been elder- 
ly men; White House babies have been grand- 
children. Senator Kennedy is young and 
looks younger, and many of the young fathers 
and mothers of the nation will watch with 
great interest the development of the young 
Kennedy family. The younger people of the 
country will be able te identify themselves in 
a personal way with the national leadership. 

In the long run this may prove to be of 
great significance. It is not merely a matter 
of human sentiment. Voters and potential 
voters should be led through an interest in 
personalities to an interest in the issues. The 
result could well be increased participation 
in coming elections. 


Way to Co-operate in Space 


There is merit in the proposal that the 
United States should take some definite step 
to bring about international co-operation in 
space. One way in which a beginning 
might be made has been suggested by James 
M. Skinner Jr., president of Philco Corpora- 
tion, who asserted that when our projected 
global communications system is completed 
we should put it under the United Nations. 

The 500-pound Courier 1-B, launched last 
Oct. 4, apparently inspired Mr. Skinner’s pro- 
posal. During the 18 days it was transmitting, 
Courier broadcast 118,000,000 words. Although 
now silent, it has proved that the Army is on 
the right track with its Project Advent. This 
contemplates the spacing of three one-ton 
satellites equidistantly around the equator 
at an altitude of 22,500 miles. Moving at 
the same speed as the earth’s rotation, they 
would remain over the same spots on earth. 


Although it may be several years before 
such a world-wide communication channel 
can be set up, it is none too early to begin 
making definite plans for its use. The United 
States would set a powerful precedent if it 
arranged for the U.N. membership to partic- 
ipate on an equal footing in such a new area. 


Less Room on the Campus 


More than 3,000,000 students now crowd 
our colleges and universities, but it is esti- 
mated that these schools will be expected to 
accommodate more than twice that number 
by 1970. 

This was the most significant fact em- 
phasized at the St. Louis University Regional 
Assembly, co-sponsored by Columbia Univer- 
sity and the American Assembly. The burden 
being placed on colleges by a rapidly growing 
population is not exactly news. Yet it is a 
question whether its implications are suffi- 
ciently understood. 


How many parents still take for granted 
a college education for their sons and daugh- 
ters once these young people receive their 
high school diplomas? How many of them still 
are unaware that a young man may not be 
admitted to Harvard simply because his 
father went to the college? How many of them 
are still unaware that admission to a state 
university will not be as automatic as it once 
was assumed to be? 


Those at the regional meeting agreed above 
all that “institutions of acing should 
concentrate their efforts on those who have 
the capacity to profit from educa- 
tion and who are well-motiv to pursue 
it.” Here is a timely w to those who 
believe that in the future as in the past 
there will be campus accommodations for those 
willing to settle for barely passing grades, 
a fraternity pin, the alma mater song, and 
perhaps a football letter. 


Since it is not too likely that American 


educational facilities, private and publi¢, will 
be doubled in the next decade, it will become 
increasingly difficult to get into college and 
even more difficult to stay in college. This 
need not be a loss to students, to schools 
or to the nation. wy Marty = by the de- 
mand for more an r work, 

Edueational facilities, of course, should be 
expanded as nearly as possible in pace with 
the growth of the population. Yet, this calls 


for more effort than now is being put forth. | 3

Setting the Pace 


It would be thrilling if architects and engi- 
neers could match the pace of the Aldermen 
in building the new St. Louis. Last week, for 


example, their committee on land es 
received a new bill calling for a 


boulevard along Wharf street on the levee 


east of the riverfront national park. Also 
introduced was a bill for city-state co-opera- 
tion in the development of the Ozark 

way. Still another new bill would a 

the Land Clearance Authority to assemble 
and clear the land for the new downtown 
stadium. 

While legal formalities may be completed 
in a few weeks, it will take months and years 
to carry out these authorizations, The 
promptness with which the Aldermen and 
Mayor Tucker have been carrying them 
through is important nevertheless. Much 
time could be lost at this level. The avoid- 
ance of delays. not only permits an earlier 
start on projects, but it also is an incentive 
to their early completion. 

In the same spirit, the City Plan Commis- 
sion is preparing zoning changes to improve 
such established neighborhoods as the West 
End. With regard for changed ways of life, 
it plans to allow old mansions to be remod- 
elled into two-family dwellings, thus giving 
them new economic viability and also guard- 
ing against their deterioration into rooming 
houses. In view of a growing desire for city 
living, it also proposes. to up-date zoning 
ordinances to permit the construction of more 
apartment buildings and some office struc- 
tures, especially facilities for doctors. Such 
changes are of prime importance. It would 
be folly to rebuild some sections of the city 
while allowing obsolete zoning rules to con- 
tribute to the decline of other neighborhoods. 

The willingness of the Land Clearance 
Authority to sign a contract with the Civie 
Center Redevelopment Corp. for the clearing 
of the stadium site is an impressive example 
of co-operation to build the stadium in time 
for the city’s 1964 bicentenary. Charles Far- 
ris, director of the authority, and his deputy 
and contract officer, James Drought, did re- 
markable work in assembling the huge Mill 
Creek Valley site. Their experience and their 
personnel can assemble the stadium site 
economically and speedily, The decision to 
seek their aid is typical of the determination 
to get on with the city’s rehabilitation. 


A Distinguished Diplomat 

The United States has lost an able and de- 
voted diplomat in the resignation of George 
V. Allen, director of the United States In- 
formation Agency. A member of the foreign 
service since 1930, Mr. Allen previously 
served with distinction 
Iran, India, Yugoslavia and Greece, He ac- 
quitted himself well in some of the toughest 
diplomatic assignments of the postwar years, 
and the nation will wish him well. 


So Parents May Know 


Many parents of school children will ap- 
plaud the action of New York state’s educa- 
tion department in deciding that “as’a matter 
of law” parents are entitled to see the scho- 
lastic progress reports of their children. 
These reports include grades, intelligence 
quotients, achievement test scores, psychiatric 
evaluations and the results of medical tests. 

The decision created a stir in New York, 
and the matter may end up in the courts. 
Teachers have claimed a sort of “executive 
privilege” against releasing information in- 
tended only for the eyes of the educators. 
Parents, especially of children with scholastic 
problems, have claimed the right to have 
access to the evaluations. 


The argument of school administrators that 
the confidential material is subject to mis- 
interpretation or misuse by parents is a good 
one, and New York seeks to overcome the 
objection by recommending that appropriate 
experts be on hand when parents visit the 
schools to obtain the data. Most parents 
are not competent to interpret some school 
evaluating procedures, but they have a right 
to know the essential facts. If the informa- 


tion is given the parents by experts there 
should be no objection. 


Opposition to De Gaulle’s Bomb 


The vote of the French Senate against 
President De Gaulle’s nuclear striking force 
may have little practical importance, but it 
is significant as an expression of French dis- 
approval of the project. Under the constitu- 
tion of the Fifth Republic which gives De 
Gaulle virtually arbitrary power should he 
choose to exercise it, there are several ways 
of negating the Senate vote. Premier Debre 
has chosen the one which is most face-saving 
for the legislators. But if need be, De Gaulle 
could dissolve the parliament. 

The vote—186 to 83 with 60 abstentions— 
nevertheless was an expression of French 
concern over the cost of admission to the 
nuclear club--$1,200,000,000, to say nothing 
of the cost of missiles, submarines or super- 
planes necessary to keep the weapon effective 
in the future. Even more, it reflects increas- 
ing concern over De Gaulle’s apparent desire 
to make France more and more independent 
of NATO. Frenchmen with a less sublime 
view of their country’s destiny realize that 
while the Western alliance needs France, 
France also needs the Western rouble 


Beyond this, De Gaulle’s troublds with 
parliament on his nuclear program also sug- 
gest that the individualistic French are chaf- 
ing under a regime which involves so great 
a sacrifice of parliamentary authority. The 
sacrifice was made as the price of solving 
France’s No. 1 problem, the Algerian war. 
With that solution still beyond the horizon, 
discontent is becoming steadily more mani- 
fest. Forcing an unpopular nuclear program 
on France hardly will make De Gaulle’s task 
easier.

Change in Missouri’s Hill Country 


Growth of Large-Scale Farming, Population Flight, Challenges the Ozarks 


E. N. Brown in

Mr. Brown is vice president of the 
Bank of Gainesville, in the county 
seat of Ozark county. 


The old way of life in the Ozarks— 
when a farmer with a-few hand tools, 
a pair of mules, a couple of milk 
cows and a few hogs and chickens 
could make what was then called a 
good living—is over. Such a way of 

life did provide 
all the necessities, 
. and a few luxuries 

The Mirror of living — 1900 
of style — but it will 
not support today’s 
standard of living, 
which calls for a 
car, a tractor, a 
radio, a TV set, and a thousand and 
one things unheard of a generation ago. 

In 1950 we had approximately 1800 
farmers in Ozark county, and the av- 
erage farm was about 169 acres, To- 
day, we have at best, not over 1100 
farms and the average size is around

©. How far away is the planet 
Venus? 

A. When Venus is on the oppo- 
site side of the sun fram the 
earth, it has @ distance from us 
of 155,000,000 miles ar more. At 
certain times it is 162,000,000 
miles away, 

At other times, Venus ig over 
In our territory-on the same 
side of the sun. Then it usually 
has a distance from the earth of 
26,000,000 miles, but there are 
dates when these ‘‘sister planets” 
are only about 22,000,000 miles 
apart. 
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©. How far is Saturn from the 
un? 

A. The average distance of 
Saturn fram the sun {%s about 
887 000,000. miles. 

At certain times, the distance 
from the earth to Saturn is only 

744,000,000 miles. 

Q. About how many miles 
would a racket have to go to 
reach Mars from the earth? 

A. The chances are that such 
a trip would be made at, or near, 
the time of the “closest ap- 
proach” of Mars. At such a time 
the distance of Mars is 36,000,000 
Or 36,000,000 miles. 

If the rocket started out at 
seven miles a second, and kept 
that speed evenly, the time re- 
quired to reach Mars would be 
about two months. Witheut a 
stop, the round trip weuld take 
about four months, 

It would seem a long way to 
go without making a landing, but 
the early trips to Mars probably 
will be made that Way. More 
should be learned about condi- 
tions on the planet before rocket 
men go to the ground. Also the 
question of how to start the rock- 
et again for a return trip must 
he considered with utmost care, 
and must be solved in advance.
